One of the unique characteristics of the Chinese commu- 
nities In America is the existence ofthe many family associa- 


tions. In addition to the district associations which bind the- 


People coming from the same area together, there are fam= 
ly associations based on the surnames or origin of the clans: 
In San Francisco Chinatown alone, if we count the district 
and Sub-district associations as well as the clan associations， 
there are Probably more than a hundred. 

At one time these associations played an important Part 
in the history of Chinese Americans.They helped the new- 


comers, malintained order in the Chinese communities, and 


Tepresented the Chinese to the outside world. Association 
ofhcials routinely mediate business and family conflicts，wi 
ness coOntracts, and whenever necessary, administer justice. 
Many asSsOciations even maintain cemeteries to give their 
members a resting ground. The saying that'…the Chinese 
take care of their own”was not without foundation - 
But now, most new immigrants coming to-this country no 
longer consider reporting to a famiily association a high pri 
OrIity. TIhe traditional roles of the associations have been 
taken over by otnermore Specialized community 5roups and 
government agencies. The associations, in turn, concentrate 
malnly On Social events，with Spring banquets， Summer' Pic:= 


nics, and Christmas parties for children being the most no 人 


able. 

It is time tor the family associations to Seek changes. 
Leadersin the associations should examine the roles, func- 
tions, and programs of these groups:. They should find wavys 
to :Streamline these associations and revitalize them to fit 


into a modern world. The Chinese American community 
faces so many unresolved Problems that-the family associa=- 


tions certainly can make important contributions. 

It the associations can adaptto the changing world, it Will 
be beneficial not only to the community，but also to the 
asSoOclations themselves. If they donit， they willl threaten 
thnelir Own exlstence.

Next, aniother set of guards 
Scanned people head:to toe with a 
metal detector， even checking the 
Soles of shoes， 

KNIEE 

One young man had to check 
his small pocket knife with the 
Security office，Before long the 
Security window had a small pile 
of assorted penknives and metal 
objeets，as well as camera equip- 
ment forbidden ia the hall, 

Ushers wearing yellow Mao Tse- 
tungTshirts and red armbands es- 
corted people into the auditorium 
in groups of twos and threes. Tick- 
et numbers and sales were stag- 
gered so _ that groups of people 
were scattered throughout the hall， 
preventing any possibility of cau-= 
cusing "or demonstrating against 
what was to follow. 

Each person received a PrIograrmmn 
and a sheaf of jliterature，Inside 
the foldqer was a notice that the 
program would last approximate- 
ly4hours and that there would be 
no intermission Or other interrup- 
tions. Any questions of the speak- 
ers had to be written on small 
white cards and passed to the ustH- 
erIS. 


AWESOME 

The interior decorations Were 
awesome. Red banners, each with 
Ievolutionary slogans _ printed in 
English， Persian， Spanish and 
Chinese, hung from the walls and 
balconies. 

“Hail the heroic efforts of the 
four who fought to uphold Maos 
Ievolutionary lines and the prole- 
tarian rule in China2 

Simultaneous translation into 
Chinese,，Persian and Spanish was 


offered in special sections of the 
auditoriurm . 

The stage Was ea with 
red burting and flanked by rows 
of elaborate floral displays on each 
Side. The curtains high above held 
huge Pictures of Marx，Engels， 
Lenin and Stalin, Smaller pictures 
ofthe “Gang of Eour” were pinned 
to the curtains beside the stage， It 
looked like a church service，a 
memorial mass for a dead pope. 

The crowd of nearly 1,000 
hushed as eighttiny spotlights pin- 
pointed the faces .of the heroes 
tacked to the stage curtains= Somie- 
thing spectacular obviously was 
about to happen:

The- curtains opened Slowly 
then swept back with .qdqeliberate

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The Three Phases in the 
Life of John S. Service

BERKELEY 一 Soon after 
China announced the death of 
Premier Chou En-lai，The New 
York Times and the Los Angeles 
Times Traced to contact John S. 
Service. The two leading Ameri- 
can newspapers “wanted the 
former Foreign .Service officer， 
one of the few American 
diplomats who knew Chou and 


Chairmanmr Mao intimately， to 
write an article  giving his 
impressions of Chou. 

BEATEN 


The New York Times reached 
Service 10 minutes after its os 
Angeles rival did. Beaten，but not 
wanting to end up empty-handed 
again，the influential New York 
daily persuaded Serviceto Dromise 
that he would write a piece on 
Mao that would be used when the 
chairman died . 

On one hand，this incident 
certainl\v reveals the competitive 
riature of two of the :best 
newspapers in the United States 
but it also illustrates how the life 
of Service has changed . 

Jack Service,， as he is known to 
friends， was not always in 
demand. In the 1950s, individuals 
and institutions didq ,not rush to 
avail themselves of _， Service's 
knowledge, skill and experience. 

But now，when most Americamns 
have Swung over to his basic view 
of China; Service has jlearned 
what it s like to be a prophet in his 
own country and to be praised for 
，judgments that 这 earlier years 
brought punishment. 

了 上 LITE 

Born in Chengtu, the capital of 
the West China ” Province of 
Szechwan,，of missionary Parents， 
Service was one of an elite grOuUP 
of Foreign Service officers skilled 
in the language， history and 
culture of China who were 
victimized by the hysteria of 
Political controversy and national 
recrimination that swept through 
the U.S. after the “Chinese 
Communists came to Dower in 
1949. 

In Service's case，his ordeal 
began in 1945 when Gen. Patrick 
Hurley，the specially-appointed 
ambassador to China， claimed 
that Service and other Foreign 
Service officers were guilty of 
disloyalty because they disagreed 
with him on nearly every 
important issue. 

Then，later that same year， 
Service was accused of passing 
classified _ documents iDP “what 
became known as the Amerasia 
magazine affair， 

CLEARED 

While a grand jury unanimous- 
ly cleared Service of the charges， 
the issue resurfaced in 1951 at the 
height of :the MecCarthy scare. 
This time the charges cost Service 
his job. Service was reduced to 
working for asteam trap company 
until 1957 when the Supreme 
Court ruled that he was illegally 
fired，Returning to the Depart- 
ment of .State， Service soon 
learned that he was still a social 
outcast，His motoriety Prevented 
him 位 om getting the challenging 
assignments” that he coveted. 
Reluctantly,， he ， retired from 
government Service in 1962. 

Retreating to the University of 
California at Berkeley，Service 


became 'a _ graduate student 库 
pojlitical science， earning 3a 
master's degree, the eurator of the 
universitys _ Center for Chinese 
Studies jlibrary and the center's 
“Specialist 一 aposition equivalent 
to _ full professor， Meanwhile，he 
led a quiet life，rarely talking 
about his ordeal，and mever in 


public. 

Then- in 1971，the year of . 
ping-pong diplomacy， Service 
finally was able to shed his 


notoriety. The year marked a 
turning Point in his life and the 
nations. As the United States 
prepared for President Nixon's 
historic trip to China，the nation 
now jlistened when Service spoke 
on China. History had moved the 
ay 9ervice perceived it _ would， 
and history provided the Kind of 
vindication that a court couldqn't. 


STRANGCE 

It was a poignant occasion in 
Julv of 1971 when Sen. JWilliam 
Fulbright told Service and Jobhn 
Paton Davies， anotber former 
Foreign Service _ officer badly 
burned by the China business:“It 
is a very strange turn of fate that 
you gentlemen who reported 
honestly about thesconditions [in 
China] were so persecuted because 
YOU were honest about it.” 

Today Service，iDPE his unas- 
suming yet candid manner， 
remarks: “Theres no sense ,in 
kidding ， myself. It's been- very 
gratifying to be asked，as Sen. 
Fulbright did, to testify before the 
senators foreign ITelations com- 
mittee [in 1971 and 1972],， and to 
be listened to 

Now 69 years old，Service is a 
tall，lean and erect man with 
graying hair who has a quiet and 
dignified bearing，According to

those who know him well， Service 
is an easy-going person but also a 
disciplined and hardqd worker who 
is a gifted writer and editor. 
PERSONAE 

“Jack is very Chinese and at the 
Same time Very American;,” says 
C， 了 P. Chen， librarian at the 
Center for Chinese Studies at 
Berkeley.“He likes to conduct his 


personal relations in such a way - 


that he doesnt have to embarrass 
others 一 he knows the value .of 
Saving face. Yet he also wants tobe 
Straightforward and honest with 
VOuU, Jack manages this very well， 
though the two styles，once you 
think- about 让 ，do seem contra- 
dictorvy， 


One scholar long associated 
with the center adds:“Jackhas a 
normal capacity for anger，but he 
never takes it out on others,” 

Graduate students_ in Chinese 
studies at the_ university consider 
Service to be a living legend: 
Among themselves they refer to 
Service as a folk hero.”But when 
a_ journaljist once used the term， 
Service replied: “I _ think thats 
going a bit too far,” 

HELPFUE 

Also，: scholars from Taiwan 
have learned that Service isnotthe 
monster his _ critics make him out 
to be. He always has been helpful 
to outsidqers: It did not matter to

better known as the Dixie Mission 
to “Yenan， the ”Chinese 
Communist headquarters. 

In both Chungking and Yenan， 
Service functioned more like an 
intelligence officer than a diplo- 
matic officer， As Service explains 
it: “In my case I like to be with 
Chinese people. During the war 
our wives werent in China 一 Our 
wives and families were in the 


states. So in a sense I had a lot 
more freedom than 工 might 
normally havehad.Ispenta lot of 
my time traveling alone or with 
groups of Chinese. I wasnt tied to 
an office.” 

LOOSE 

According to Service s superior， 
his job in .Chungking “was to 
cover the waterfront.”But it was 
in Yenan that Service was really 
turned loose， In Yenan，Service， 
the Foreign Service s expert on the 
Chinese Communist Party，met 
regularly ， with Chinese Com- 
munist leaders，He gained their 
trust and the impression that they 
were “a _ group of tremendously 
impressive people and all quite 
different.” 

Service adds: “I think people 
have a stereotype of the Chinese 
Communists as bureaucrats OF 
apparatchik or something like that 
that is quite wrong Chu Teh 
[commander of the Red Army] 
was a kindly,， elderly "uncle' type 
of person. Mao was the intellect- 
ual, the poet sometimes romantic. 
Chou En-lai was _ urbane，suave 
and thoughtful， Ch'en Yi，acting 
commander of the New Fourth 
Army at the time，was always full 
of enthusiasm . 

CAPABLE 

“Al1] were intelligent，and all 
were interested in argument and 
debate，discussing and Probing 


vouUF views. They were all real 
individuals， and obviously 
extremely capable. 

“In Yenan in those dayvs there 
was no complete dominance of the 
party by any one person，Mao 
obviously was sort of first anong 
ediuals. The others paid him some 
respect and deference but every- 
one could speak up and point out 
errors. It Was a relaxed and quite 
comfortable setting.， And very 
stimulating， 工 _ thought. They 
weren't terribly busy.， It was 
interesting, but they didntburden 
themselves with minor details. 

“Of course， the war was being
